The next day. a mob with girls 
in tile lead, 
invaded 
the 
Convent 
building and removed the body of an 
orphan who they alleged had been 
murdered 1»y the Sisters. 
American. Japanese and 
Chinese 
physicians certified that 
the child 
had died of natural cause« , but the 
mob persisted and later entered the 
convent morgue, where were found 
the bodies of several infants. 
This 
led to a violent dem onstration and 
threa ts that the nuns would he pa r ­ 
aded through the streets 
carrying 
the bodies of « lead children. 
It was explained that the bodies 
wvre those of waifs who had been 
left « lying outside the convent doors 
by their parents. 
Chinese convent 
employes iiad refused to carry 
the 
bodies through the street^ for burial 
for fear « if being seized for military 
service. 
E ventually the situation 
became 
so serious tha t the Sisters were com- 
pelled to flee, tak ing a few orphans 
with them. 
Most of the children 
wt-re seized by the mob and sold in 
tlie street« . 
The girls were not yet appeased. 
They hoarded the vessel upon which 
tlie Sisters had found refuge and cre-

While Chicago bas been the key 
point for the exposure of all the re­ 
cent baseball scandals, the plans tor 
the muzzling of the vociferous Am ­ 
erican league president 
have been 
discussed and decided upon in N e v 
York. 
Up to a certain point the National 
league felt reasonably happy that a'l 
the scandal talk involved only the 
American league but when Johnson, 
with his heated attack on the com­ 
missioner, incidentally cast suspicion 
on a world series between the New 
York G iants and the New York Yan­ 
kees.

While the National league o w n e r s 
have no fear th a t the m agnates of 
th e younger league will not support 
the commissioner, they will force the 
hand of the American league owners 
if Johnson is not requested to resign, 
It was pointer! out today that the 
peculiar circumstances of the case 
would not. permit, the commissioner, 
as he did two years ago, to walk into 
an executive session, toss down his 
contract and tell the m eeting tha t 
his commission could be revoked.
